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|* view of the increasing number of fraudulent claims upon 

fire insurance companies made by unscrupulous persons, 
much interest has been aroused by the trial of Max Kornfeld, 
which terminated last week, the accused being remanded for 
sentence. The charge was presentation of false proofs of loss 
in a claim under a fire policy covering his wife’s personal 
property contained in the Hotel Richelieu, at Fifth avenue 
and 114th street, New York. The prosecution alleged that 
the fire which Kornfeld claimed had been responsible for the 
loss was a “fake” fire, and that the property had not been 
damaged on the premises described in the policy, or, if it had 
been, that the fire was not an honest one. Great credit is due 
to Assistant District-Attorney Garvan and to Fire Marshal 
Freel, the former for his able cross-examinations and forceful 
summing up, and the latter for the success of his investigation 
of the circumstances attending the alleged fire. A number of 
similar cases are now pending and are on the calendar for 
trial. 





HE murder of a young man named Richard Galvin, at 
Bayonne, N. J., a few days since, has led to the dis- 
covery of a conspiracy in that city to rob the insurance com- 
panies. It appears that Galvin got into a fight in a liquor 
saloon, receiving injuries from which he died. At the cor- 
oner’s inquest it was shown that Galvin was one of a number 
of persons whose lives had been insured for small amounts by 
different saloonkeepers, who had realized considerable sums 
from this speculation. Two or three persons so insured had 
died as victims of assaults and were ignorant of the fact that 
their lives were insured. Investigation has shown that some 
unprincipled agents, who hung about the different saloons, 
had induced the saloonkeepers to insure the lives of their 
patrons for small amounts, and had succeeded in having the 
applications passed without the insured person’s knowledge 
and without a medical examination. This could only happen 
through the collusion of the agent, the saloonkeeper and some 
physician who would sign the required medical certificate. 
Complaints had been made to a life company a year or more 
ago that such policies in that company were held by different 
saloonkeepers, with the result that two or three of the local 
agents were dismissed, and the other policies that were so 
held were found to be regular. While the daily papers have 
made quite a sensation out of the Galvin transaction, the indi- 
cations are that the conspiracy was limited, and that a very 
small number of such speculative policies were issued. In- 
surance companies are very exacting aS to applicants for in- 
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surance, and it is only by a conspiracy, involving three or four 
persons, that any such scheme could be carried through. The 
amount involved, according to the daily newspaper reports, 
has only been from $150 to $300 on three or four different 
policies. 





N this issue of THE SpecTatTor.we present the third diagram 
of the life insurance series, showing “Analysis of Amount 
of Insurance in Force” from 1877 to 1902. This diagram 
shows that investment insurance is steadily increasing year 
by year. In 1877 the proportion of endowment insurance is- 
sued to all other insurance was 14.70 per cent, which had 
increased in 1902 to 25.30 per cent. All other insurance, in- 
cluding the various forms of investment policies, increased 
from 3.20 per cent in 1877 to 8.70 per cent in 1902. There 
was a proportionate decrease in the amount of whole life 
insurance, which fell from 82.10 per cent in 1877 to 66 per cent 
in 1902. In this same period the gain in insurance in force was 
from 1500 millions to 8500 millions dollars, as shown by the 
diagram published in THE SpEcTAToR of November 5. From 
the diagram accompanying this issue, it will be seen that the 
demand for endowment and investment insurance is steadily 
increasing, and the decline in values of nearly all other classes 
of securities will undoubtedly tend to still further increase the 
demand for insurance policies for investments in the near fu- 
ture. These diagrams will be recognized as valuable presenta- 
tions of salient features of the life insurance business, and can 
be used to good advantage by the field men, who are the 
! «siness-getters of the life insurance companies. 





‘HE Insurance Commissioners of Vermont have issued a 
| circular of warning against eleven fire insurance con- 
cerns, one life company, and four accident insurance compa- 
nies, which are specifically mentioned by name, and which are 
said to be doing business in the State without authority. The 
circular also says: 

In the interests of sound insurance, agents and the public generally 
are requested to send this department all circulars, postal cards and 
leaflets which they receive relating to unauthorized and “wildcat” 
insurance, and thus aid in making known the identity and methods 
of these concerns, and in bringing about their exclusion, so far as 
possible, from the State. 

If agents and others in various parts of the country would 
send THE SPECTATOR such circulars, letters, etc., as they may 
receive from concerns which have no authority to do business, 
even in their own States, we should be glad to give publicity 
to the facts for the benefit of the fraternity and of the legiti- 
mate companies. The value of placing such data in the 
possession of insurance journals was illustrated during the 
past week, when a man calling himself Jesse L. Rogers, who 
had been doing a “land office” business for the “Phcenix 
Underwriters” of New York, was arrested on a charge based 
upon evidence procured by certain insurance journals. Pub- 
licity as to their methods is one of the strongest weapons 
against wildcatters. 





N November 14 the United States Interstate Commerce 
Commission issued a statement covering railroad acci- 

dents in this country for three months, ending June 30, 1903, 
which statement completes the report of the commission for 
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the fiscal year. The figures for the last quarter are favor- 
able, but those for the entire year quite the opposite. Leaving 
out the comparisons which are made between the quarter 
periods of the year and proceeding at once to a comparison of 
the figures of 1902 and 1903, we find that there were 3554 
persons killed and 45,977 injured in 1903, as against 2819 
killed and 39,800 injured in 1902. Railroad traffic was heavier 
and more men were employed this year than last, which, to 
some extent, explains the increase in casualties. The number 
of men employed in train service increased twelve per cent 
during the year. To further account for the advance in the 
figures, it may be said that the commission is insisting upon 
more detailed reports of accidents by the railroad companies. 
This, doubtless, lessens the unfavorableness of the commis- 
sioner’s report to some extent. Whatever portion of the 
increase is made apparent by the better methods of gathering 
statistics, cannot be ascertained, but when talking with men 
connected with railroad operation or construction, one cannot 
fail to be surprised at what these men can tell you about light 
rails, flimsy ballast, engines far too heavy for the strength 
of the track and roadbed, cheap block signal systems and 
numerous other imperfections which are to be found on some 
of the trunk lines running out of New York. 





N investigation of much interest to accident insurance 
men was conducted recently by a representative of 

The Evening Post, the details of which were printed in that 
journal. The object in view was to ascertain the number of 
persons injured in New York in a given time in consequence 
of “traffic congestion.” Examination of the police records 
showed that in the two weeks ending November 9 there were 
125 street accidents caused by vehicles of various kinds. Ac- 
cidents, such as falling into excavations and slipping on the 
sidewalk, chargeable to individual carelessness, were omitted 
from the count, and only those properly classed as traffic acci- 
dents were included. One-third of the 125 accidents reported 
were in the nature of fractures, more or less serious, and some 
were fatal in their results, but the number of deaths could not 
be accurately ascertained, as the police and hospital reports 
do not correspond. Street cars were responsible for the 
greatest number of accidents, but vehicles drawn by horses 
were a good second, while automobiles had a fair share of 
casualties. Traffic accidents do not occur at the points of 
greatest congestion, for the reason that all classes of vehicles 
are compelled to “slow down” at those points, while in the less 
obstructed streets the drivers are accustomed to increase their 
speed, whether of street cars, horse-drawn vehicles or auto- 
mobiles. The most fruitful cause of horse-drawn vehicle acci- 
dents is the boy drivers, who are too young to be entrusted 
with teams. There is a city ordinance that prohibits the 
employment as drivers of boys less than fourteen years of age, 
yet the police report that hundreds of teams are driven by 
boys whose ages are from ten to fourteen years. Policemen 
stationed at congested points to regulate traffic, frequently 
compel boy drivers to leave their teams and report to their 
employers that an older substitute must be sent for the team. 
Boys can be hired as drivers for $5 or $6 a week, while ex- 
perienced drivers command two or three times as much wages, 
so that employers intent upon practicing economy employ 
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the cheaper labor. No boys are arrested for this palpable 
violation of the city ordinance, which is regarded as a dead 
letter. The Police Commissioner’s attention having been 
called to the facts disclosed by the report, promises to have 
greater vigilance exercised in the future by the policemen, 
and especially in regard to boy drivers. There is a point in 
this connection that employers probably overlook, and that is 
that any liability insurance they may carry is vitiated by any 
violation of law, and if a boy driver is mixed up in an accident 
the insurance company would incur no liability therefor. It 
has often been said that a railroad trip across the continent 
is less perilous to life and limb than the attempt to cross the 
crowded streets of New York, and the report referred to con- 
firms this statement. On the basis of 125 traffic accidents in 
two weeks this cause alone would be responsible for between 
three and four thousand casualties a year. Add to this num- 
ber the accidents that occur from innumerable other causes, 
and the danger of living in a great city is decidedly empha- 
sized. The necessity for every person carrying insurance 
against accidents is nowhere more apparent than in those 
large cities, where the industrial life of their citizens is sur- 
rounded by so many perils and pitfalls. When there are 
numerous trustworthy accident companies issuing policies so 
exceedingly liberal that they cover every contingency that 
may arise, no one has a moral right to be without accident 
insurance. 





T a meeting of the American Federation of Labor, in 
Boston a few days since, President Gompers spoke in 
Opposition to a proposition recommending labor unions to pro- 
vide for an insurance benefit feature in their organizations. 
Mr. Gompers spoke at length regarding what he called “the 
curse of insurance,” basing his opposition upon the probability 
that if labor unions were to become benefit societies the mem- 
bers would lose interest in their antagonism to employers and 
give more attention to the benefit feature of the organizations 
than to the purposes for which, he claimed, they were organ- 
ized, which, he said, “are, and must always be, to raise wages, 
lessen hours and improve the general condition of the em- 
ployee.” Like all labor leaders and walking delegates, Mr. 
Gompers is opposed to any plan that is calculated to develop 
in their followers a spirit of independence. It is necessary, for 
their purposes, that union members should submit entirely to 
the rule and dictation of their leaders and the “grafting” walk- 
ing delegates, like Sam Parks and others, who have recently 
gained so much notoriety. Insurance is calculated to develop 
in the individual habits of thrift, of economy and a spirit of in- 
dependence. The best way to convert socialists or anarchists 
to respectable citizens is to make them propertyowners, or to 
induce them to accumulate wealth through their savings. The 
man who owns property of any kind is likely to think for him- 
self, and not to be led away from reasonable action by the 
demagogues and agitators who have nothing to lose and every- 
thing to gain by any disturbance that they may create. The 
man who carries a policy of life insurance, and has paid his 
premiums as called for in his contract, has a property interest 


.that he feels bound to protect; it represents his savings that 


he has laid aside for the benefit of his family. Its maintenance 
teaches him habitsofthrift and frugality, in which the members 
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of his family join, and it takes but few payments to convince 
them that they are getting ahead in the world and bettering 
their condition. With such an incentive to steady and con- 
tinuous labor and further savings, the man is less liable to go 
on a strike at the sacrifice, not only of the wages that he might 
earn by his labor, but of the savings that he may have accumu- 
lated. Such men make our best citizens, and they are likely 
to offer opposition to the wild vagaries of men like Gompers, 
Parks, and others of their ilk. The strikes inaugurated during 
the past year by these labor leaders and “grafting” walking del- 
egates havecostthe workingmen of this country millions of dol- 
lars in wages lostand savings expended, and have caused untold 
suffering to their families, many of which have been upon the 
brink of starvation and forced to rely upon charity for their 
living, and anything that can induce these individuals to resist 
the dictation of these reckless and irresponsible leaders, can 
only result in good to the entire community. Life insurance 
is calculated to encourage individual action and to make the 
members of these unions stop to think what they have to lose, 
with a remote possibility of very small gains in case they 
should win in their fight. The strike in the building trades 
alone has already cost the workingmen many millions of dol- 
lars; and, as capitalists are still afraid of the attitude which 
the unions have taken, the cessation of building operations is 
likely to continue for many months, with the result that thou- 
sands of mechanics will be out of employment throughout the 
winter and probably far into next summer. Instead of earning 
good wages, sufficient to enable them to support their families 
in comfort, they are consuming whatever they may have saved 
and must be dependent, to a greater or lesser extent, upon pub- 
lic charity. The labor leaders are afraid that these conditions 
may induce union members to revolt and take the control of 
matters into their own hands, relegating the leaders to that 
obscurity which they so well deserve. As an inculcator of the 
spirit of independence, economy and thrift, tending to better 
the condition of every person enjoying it, there is no more 
potent factor than life insurance. In securing such protection 
for those dependent upon him, the person insured experiences 
a feeling of satisfaction, of security and self-respect that can 
be obtained in scarcely any other way. It is, therefore, not 


surprising that Gompers and his class are opposed to what 


they term “the curse of life insurance.” 





TO RESTRICT WILDCAT FIRE COMPANIES. 


ERHAPS a dozen States have laws upon their statute 
books authorizing, under certain conditions, the pro- 
curement, through specially licensed brokers, of policies of 
fire insurance companies not regularly licensed to operate in 
such States. The majority of such laws contain no restric- 
tions as to the character of the concerns from which the 
special brokers are permitted to procure insurance. One 
State requires such brokers to swear to deal honestly with 
their clients, and not to mislead them; and in one State brokers 
are held to be personally liable if they procure insurance in 
irresponsible concerns. But these provisions take no cogniz- 
ance of the standing of the companies until after a loss has 
occurred. In Tennessee, special brokers must file copies of 
the charters and statements of companies they propose to have 
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dealings with; in Michigan, they are only permitted to deal 
with companies which are licensed in other States having 
insurance commissioners; but in Connecticut the companies 
whose policies are to be issued upon Connecticut property, 
through specially licensed brokers, must be approved by the 
insurance commissioner. If, as seems likely, the “approval” 
of the insurance commissioner can rightly be regarded as, in 
effect, a “license,” it is probable that “approved” companies 
would not be debarred from the use of the mails under the 
proposed law looking to the annihilation of wildcats, which 
permits the passage through the mails of matter relating to 
companies which are licensed by the duly authorized officer of 
some State, District or Territory. The enactment in other 
States of a law similar to that of Connecticut, upon the point 
above specified, which would permit the “approval” or licens- 
ing of worthy foreign companies which are not regularly 
entered in the United States, would probably allow sufficient 
latitude to supply any shortage of insurance, as all American 
companies which are sufficiently trustworthy to have secured 
licenses in their home States would be legally entitled to the 
use of the mails between States. Such a restriction as obtains 
in Connecticut would, if enforced in other States, conduce to 
the elevation of the surplus line business to a higher level, by 
placing all companies engaged therein under the necessity of 
reporting, and of complying with a reasonable standard of 
solvency. We recommend the above to the attention of the 
insurance commissioners of the respective States. 
* * * * * 

Since the foregoing was written we have seen a copy of a 
communication from Commissioner Folk of Tennessee, chair- 
man of the committee which drafted the anti-wildcat bill, 
answering a letter from the New York Insurance Department 
as to the effect of the proposed law on New York licensed 
brokers. He says, in part: 

As you are aware, the entire purpose of the proposed legislation is 
directed at the elimination of fraudulent or unworthy concerns. It is 
foreign to the purpose of the act to interfere in any way with the 
operations of honest, reputable and responsible companies. In order 
to achieve the results aimed at, it is necessary to proscribe and outlaw 
the system under which the frauds are committed. There should be no 
difficulty for any reputable concern to remove itself from the proscribed 
system. Thiscould bedone by provision for the issuance by the Insurance 
Department of some sort of certificate or license to persons or concerns 
conducting the said reputable insurance business. This certificate or 
license would remove the holder thereof from liability under the bill 
proposed to Congress. If necessary, however, I would favor such an 
amendment to the proposed bill as would fully cover the case, to meet 
the objections raised so that persons or concerns either licensed or per- 
mitted to do business in any State would not be interfered with. 

As I understand from the letter of Mr. Appleton to Mr. Vorys, the 
Section 137, insurance law, New York, permits special agents to place 
surplus lines of insurance on property located in that State in un- 
authorized companies. I presume license or certificate is issued by the 
New York department to such special agents. This license would ex- 
empt, in my judgment, the special agents and the unauthorized com- 
panies represented, from liability under the proposed legislation. But 
in order to leave no question on this score, the wording of the pro- 
posed bill may be altered so as not to embrace operations of this char- 
acter. It is to be assumed that the Insurance Department of New 
York, or any other State, would not grant a certificate to a special 
agent to place surplus lines in unauthorized companies unless such 
agent should be a responsible person, and unless the concern which he 
represented should be a responsible concern. At any time when it 
should appear otherwise, the special agent’s certificate would be re- 
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voked. Thus, it would be well within the purposes of the proposed act 
to exempt such brokers or special agents and the companies they 
represent who are able to obtain licenses or certificates from the Insur- 
ance Department of their State. 

As to the Lloyds, I note from the letter of Mr. Appleton that under 
Section 57 of the New York Insurance Law their operations are 
recognized by special exemption. It occurs to me that this exemption 
would remove them from liability under the bill proposed to Congress. 
To further emphasize this fact, I beg to offer a suggestion to you that 
your department might furnish each of them with a certificate to the 
effect that it is permitted to operate in the State without compliance 
with other statutes under the provisions or exemptions of Section 57. 
If, for any reason, this cannot be done, a special act might be passed 
by the New York Legislature authorizing the Insurance Department 
to furnish each of the concerns exempted under the section mentioned 
a certificate that it is permitted by law to do business in the State. 





SPECTATOR SURVEYS. 
IN AND ABOUT NEW YORK. 


The brokerage committee announces that the certificates of Gordon, 
Levy & Co. and Hirsch & Cohen have been revoked. 

Of the storage offerings, during the past few days, coffee has been 
the most active—chiefly, in some of the Brooklyn stores. 

A new, large building, Nos. 9 to 11 West Nineteenth street, in pro- 
cess of construction, was covered to the extent of several thousand dol- 
lars last week by Broker Fosdick. 

With the remembrance of Thanksgiving day’s proper functions—cel- 
ebrated to-day—comes the recollections among local underwriters of x 
falling off in the general net premium income since July last. This 
(due to unprecedented and continuous labor troubles, extending over 
a period of more than six months) has caused much serious thought 
and no little dubious forecasting, not only for the wind-up of the year, 
but for the early spring of 1904. A peculiar feature is that this trouble- 
some condition seems to be confined within the area of New York 
city. In no part of the Union are similar or parallel conditions to be 
found—at least not in so acute a phase. 

Although not individually heavy, local fires within the past few days 
have been numerous. The aggregate has resulted fairly large. 

Large amounts continue to be placed in non-Exchange companies 
(under the rules). During October and November over a million dol- 
lars was thus covered. Prominent among these lines were the follow- 
ing: Duveen Brothers, 302 Fifth avenue, $153,000; R. H. Macy & Co., 
$649,500, and Abraham & Straus, $435,000. 

George L. Shepley of Starkweather & Shepley has arrived home 
from Europe. 

John H. Washburn, president of the Home, is reported to be rapidly 
convalescing, but the probabilities are that he will not be able to 
attend to office duties for some days. 

Circular No. 565 advises members that the brokerage certificate of 
D. C. Koupal has been revoked. 

An interesting and instructive address upon “The Telephone Sys- 
tem” was delivered before the Insurance Society of New York on 
Tuesday evening last, by C. J. H. Woodbury, assistant engineer of 
the American Telephone and Telegraph Company. The speaker cov- 
ered the telephone system as a whole, the manner of wiring, the 
safeguards used to prevent damage, either by fire or excessive electric 
currents, the fire hazard in private buildings, and other features. Mr. 
Woodbury has a keen sense of humor, and his talk sparkled with witty 
observations apropos of his general topic. He is not only an expert in 
telephony, but also in putting what might ordinarily be deemed dry 
data in an attractive and palatable form. 

The committee on surveys of the New York Board of Fire Under- 
writers has issued a notice calling the attention of merchants and 
others to the increased fire hazard incidental to thé introduction of 
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holiday displays in which inflammable material predominates, and 
also to one of the conditions in the standard fire policy which stipu- 
lates that the entire policy shall be null and void if the hazard be 
increased by any means within the control or knowledge of the 
insured. 

Chas. H. Post, United States manager of the Caledonian of Edin- 
burgh, sailed recently on the “Oceanic” for a short visit to the 
company’s home office. 

Carl Schreiner, manager of the Munich Reinsurance, sailed for 
Europe this week on the “Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse.” 

H. F. Atwood, secretary of the Rochester German of Rochester, 
N. Y., was in the city recently. 

E. G. Seibels of Columbia, S. C., was among the recent visitors 
to the city. 

The Chronicle is authority for the statement that friends of P. 
B. Armstrong emphatically deny that he is through with fire under- 
writing propositions, despite the closing of his city office, and con- 
fidently assert that January 1 will witness the launching of his much 
heralded new company. The latter is to have a capital of $200,000 
and a surplus of $100,000, and offices are now being selected for it 
on William street.

Insurance companies and their agents were bitterly attacked, 
Tuesday morning, in the American Federation of Labor convention 
in Faneuil Hall.

Gompers that the insurance agent is not a wage-earner 
because he produces nothing is correct, then Mr. Gompers himself 
is not a wage-earner, as he is the agent of the greatest insurance 
company in the world. 

President Gompers said that he would deprecate an endorsement 
from such a curse as an insurance agent, recognized by union 'abor 
and equipped with a union card that he could use as an additional 
assessment upon union members in pleading for patronage of “a 
fellow union man.” 

President Gompers was followed by several speakers, some of 
whom did not hesitate to utter charges against insurance agents and 
their methods. 

At a special convention of the Massachusetts jurisdiction of the 
Ancient Order of United Workmen, held in Boston the past week,

The Supreme Lodge, having secured the adoption of the present 
plan by 150,000 members, comprising fourteen grand lodges, the board 
of directors felt it their duty to protect the Supreme Lodge against 
what they believed to be the unlawful acts of the Grand Lodge of 
Massachusetts as enacted at the special session, and they therefore 
resolved to invoke the full power of the law, and, if necessary, 
to resort to the courts for the purpose of ascertaining whether one 
party to a contract can abrogate it without the consent or con- 
sideration equivalent of the other party; and they are determined to 
carry this measure to the fullest extreme, without regard to cost, to 
see whether or not the courts of Massachusetts will overturn all their 
previous decisions along this line, that one man cannot lawfully 
break any contract at his pleasure without the consent of the others. 

The Supreme Lodge has already consulted counsel preparatory to 
asking for an injunction from the Superior Equity Court, restraining 
the grand officers of the Massachusetts lodge from carrying out 
their resolution. 

There was a large attendance of members and guests at the first 
fall meeting and banquet of the Boston Life Underwriters Associa- 
tion, at Young's Hotel. 

President F. C. Sanborn presided. The chief guests and speakers 
were Gage E. Tarbell, second vice-president of the Equitable Life: 
William W. McClench; counsel of the Massachusetts Mutual, and 
Rev. Samuel L. Crothers, of Cambridge. 

Mr. Tarbell said that the life insurance business is conducted on 
a higher plane in Boston than in any other city in the country. 

Mr. McClench spoke of the difficulties that confront the counsel 
of a life insurance company operating in various States, and stated 
that he was pleased at the growing tendency toward uniformity in 
the decisions of the courts of last resort in recognizing vital points 
decided in the courts of the various States.

NOTES FRO’ PHILADELPHIA. 


At this time, when premiums are reported on the decline in nearly 
every office, the question has been repeatedly asked how certain 
companies show an increase notwithstanding. This is explained by 
one who ought to know, as having been brought about by notices 
to holders of perpetual policies, on risks upon which rates have been 
advanced or which have become exposed by risks of much greater 
hazard, that they desire to terminate the perpetual contract and 
offering in exchange, no money passing, a term policy for such 
period as they see fit, having in mind the keeping oi the rate below 
the point at which any other company can write the risk under 
association rates and rules. He adds: 

This is a privilege which companies issuing perpetual policies must 
enjoy, but it can easily be seen also how the assured must leave the 
return deposit with them because they make it to his advantage, and 
how this process of weeding out must increase premium receipts 
when practiced in hard times. Perpetual writing companies gen- 
erally have resorted to this practice, since it was found that a 
conflagration hazard existed in the business section of Philadelphia, 
but those with the smallest amount of deposits naturally got through 
first, and their increase of premiums on this account came during 
the past couple of years when premiums were on the increase any- 
how, and comparisons now with those years seem to indicate that 
they are suffering a greater loss of premiums than the average 
company. 

Last week the death of Nathaniel B. Crenshaw occurred at his 
home in Baltimore, as the result of a paralytic stroke.

‘« SPECIALIZED MORTALITY INVESTIGATION.” 

A massive volume embodying the experience of thirty-four life 
companies upon ninety-eight special classes of risks, has been 
compiled and published by the Actuarial Society of America. This 
work was undertaken by a committee, in pursuance of a motion of 
Mr. Fackler, made in October, 1900, along lines laid down by the 
committee and unanimously approved in May, 1901. The work in- 
volved two years in preparation, having been completed in the sum- 
mer of 1903, in time to permit of the presentation of a copy to each 
delegate to the International Congress of Actuaries. It embraces 
the experience, as to ninety-eight classes of risks, of the following 
named prominent life insurance companies: AZtna, Berkshire, Can- 
ada, Confederation, Connecticut General, Connecticut Mutual, 
Equitable of New York, Germania, Home, Imperial, John Hancock, 
Manhattan, Maryland, Massachusetts Mutual, Metropolitan, Mutual 
Benefit, Mutual of Canada, Mutual of New York, National, New 
England Mutual, New York, North American, Northwestern Mutual, 
Penn Mutual, Phoenix Mutual; Provident Life and Trust, Prudential, 
State Mutual, Sun of Canada, Travelers, Union Central, Union Mu- 
tual, United States, and Washington Life. 

The facts supplied related to certain classes of male lives insured 
at ages fifteen to seventy on new applications within the 
United States and Canada, after 1869 and before~-1900, all indus- 


trial and sub-standard risks being excluded. The sole object of the 
committee (which consisted of Emory McClintock, B. J. Miller, 
J. G. Van Cise, Rufus W. Weeks, D. H. Wells and John K. Gore) 
was to secure trustworthy statistics which would be useful in deter- 
mining upon the acceptance or rejection of candidates for life in- 
surance. 

A few of the classifications, chosen at random, are here mentioned: 
Amount, $20,000 or over, on same application; amount applied for 
reduced by company; granted on plan not applied for; born in Ger- 
many; colored; officer in navy; physician; exposed in occupation to 
electricity; printer, not publisher; contractor; brewer or employee; 
railway passenger conductor; has intermittent or irregular pulse; has 
pulse below 60; has had asthma; has had inflammatory rheumatism 
once; has had gout; has had blood-spitting; has had dyspepsia, with 
weight A, B or C; weight A, one parent, or both, dead below 70; 
weight C; parent dead below 70 of kidney or Bright’s disease; 
height above 6 feet 3 inches; parent, brother or sister, died of cancer; 
place of residence, Alabama, Mobile County; Arkansas, Phillips 
County; Mississippi, Warren County; Texas, Dallas County; Vir- 
ginia, Norfolk County. These classifications of some of the tabu- 
lations of exposures and deaths will serve to indicate the scope of 
the book, which covers ninety-eight classes of risks. It also con- 
tains a Table of Weights, a tabulation of Mortality at Each Age (15 
to 105) by various standards, Actual and Table Deaths, and a sum- 
mation of the latter. 

This valuable addition to the technical literature of life insurance, 
a copy of which should be in the possession of every actuary, com- 
pany manager and general agent, contains 480 large pages and is 
handsomely printed and bound. The Introduction makes all neces- 
sary explanations as to the make-up of the tables and summarizes 
the results as to each class.

This embraces the Intro- 
duction, list of Classes of Risks, Table of Weights, Mortality at Each 
Age by various standards, and the Summation, Actual and Expected 
Deaths, and Actual and Table Deaths.

CHICAGO BOARD AND CORPORATE SURETY. 

The Chicago Board of Public Improvements will hereafter ask for cor- 
rorate surety on all contractors’ bonds. This decision has been arrived 
at after the discovery that one piece of property was made to do service 
on about forty separate bonds. The board’s policy has been to hold surety 
companies liable for failure of the contractor to fulfill the conditions of 
his contract, whereas legally the surety company is liable only after the 
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contractor has failed to complete the work and it has been turned over to 
the city for completion. The surety companies are much dissatisfied with 
this plan, and the city may not find it very easy to get corporate surety. 


AN ILLINOIS DECISION ON LANDLORDS’ LIABILITY. 


A decision was recently rendered by the Illinois Supreme Court under 
which landlords are held to be responsible for the acts of tenants in 
violation of the landlord’s policy contract. The liability underwriters of 
Chicago propose to meet the demands of landlords to relieve them of 
this liability by issuing special policies covering this hazard at an extra 
premium. 

TRADING-STAMP ACCIDENT INSURANCE. 

A Norwalk (Conn.) man has secured considerable backing for an acci- 
dent insurance scheme which he feels sure will be a winner. He pro- 
poses to secure the co-operation of a number of merchants, and through 
them distribute stamps similar to the trading stamps now in common 
use as a premium for cash payment for goods purchased. When the 
customer has accumulated the necessary number of stamps an accident 
policy will be issued to him which will be good for a year. The policy 
will contain specific indemnities for injuries and loss of time. 


A NEW AUTOMOBILE INSURANCE POLICY. 


Arrangements were recently completed wehereby Peabody & Slosson 
of New York are enabled to write a very liberal form of insurance upon 
automobiles, as representatives of a group of underwriters at Lloyds, 
London. The rate is three per cent, and the policy covers against the 
risks of fire, explosion, self-ignition, lightning, salvage, theft, robbery 
or pilferage, and also against any damage to the motor car or its equip- 
ment on board while in the hands of transportation companies, if caused 
by stranding, sinking, collision, fire, lightning or derailment of any con- 
veyance by land or water. The restrictions contained in the policy form 
are few and reasonable. Owners of gasolene machines will appreciate - 
this policy, as it covers the risk of self-ignition, in addition to other 
contingencies.

C. F. Claasen and J. W. Patterson of Newton, Kan., have resigned all their 
union companies as a result of the rate war which is still in progress there. The 
rate war has extended to Lawrence, and a lively scramble is on foot there by the 
non-union special agents to secure what they think ought to be their share 
of the business. 

The recently-organized American Manufacturers Mutual Fire of Indianapolis, 
Ind., of which D. M. Parry is president and A. F. McCormick secretary, 15 
sending out circulars to owners of large manufacturing plants cdlling their atten 
tion to the alleged exorbitant rates charged by the stock companies, and offers 
to write policies for five-year terms if the insured will deposit a non-transferable, 
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non-interest bearing note for five annual premiums, such note to represent 
the insured’s liability, and on which calls will be made as the business demands. 


—Two of the commissioners of the Nebraska Supreme Court have changed 
their minds regarding the constitutionality of the mew revenue law dis- 
criminating against foreign and home companies in the matter of taxation. In 
consequence of this action on the part of the commissioners a new ruling may be 
the result, upholding the above law. 

—Receiver F. A. Geiger of the Artisans Mutual Fire Union has petitioned 
the Milwaukee Circuit Court for instructions as to the mode of procedure. The 
estate appears to be badly tangled up, and the Court may call upon the 1500 
creditors and policyholders of the defunct mutual to show cause why the 
receiver should not levy an assessment. 


—The Royal of Liverpool has withdrawn its letter to the Cleveland Insurance 
Exchange, in which it announced that it would not be bound by the solicitor’s 
rule as long as the Home of New York was not a member of the Exchange. 
The Greenwich of New York and the Northwestern National, the only companies 
remaining outside, have applied for membership. 

—Advices from Chicago are to the effect that the National of Hartford re- 
cently secured an injunction against County Treasurer Hanberg, restraining the 
latter from collecting or attempting to collect the premium tax levied upon the 
National for the year ending April 30, 1908. Judge Holdom granted the injunc- 
tion on the ground that the taxes imposed are grossly excessive. 

Mayor Weaver of Hot Springs, Ark., is pushing the examination of all 
buildings in that city subject to the fire escape law. Fire Marshal Lattimer, 
assisted by the inspectors of the Bureau of Building Inspection, has completed 
a large portion of the work, and the remainder will be finished in a short time. 
All lodging houses are to be embraced in the term “hotel,” which latter 
appears in the requirements of the law.

—S. N. Williamson, of the Memphis (Tenn.) firm of Williamson Bros., has 
been elected secretary of the Memphis Trust Company. 

—The Kentucky and Tennessee Board of Fire Underwriters has elected C. B. 
Rogers, president; C. M. Benjamin, vice-president, and W. C. Nelson, secretary- 
treasurer. 

—J. W. Alexander, president of the Louisiana Association of Local Fire In- 
surance Agents, has received the Democratic nomination for legislature from the 
parish of Rapdies. 

—The Palatine of London has transferred its Birmingham (Ala.) agency from 
the Underwriters Real Estate and Renting Company to the Jemison Insurance 
and Real Estate Company. 

—S. N. Marshall, of the firm of Marshall & Arnold at Little Rock, Ark., has 
sold his interest in that firm to the Mercantile Trust Company. J. D. Arnold 
and Robert D. Fowler will manage the business in the future. 

—Judge Penn of the District Court at Austin, Tex., has ordered the receiver of 
the Texas Home Mutual of Austin and the Continental Fire Association of 
Fort Worth to prepare reports by December 5, at which time the court will 
fix the compensation of the receiver and the payment of a dividend to creditors. 

Arthur G. Connevey, assistant general agent of the Southern department of 
the German of Freeport, died recently at Kerrville, Tex., after a protracted 
illness. His loss is deeply regretted by his many friends in the South, and 
particularly by General Agent M. A. Shumard, who was intimately acquainted 
with the deceased. 

—According to advices from a reliable source there is every likelihood that the 
South-Eastern Tariff Association will make a change in the constitution, cover- 
ing co-operating companies, at the next annual meeting. It is claimed that 
“co-operating companies” is a misnomer, as they only co-operate when it suits 
their convenience so to do, and that they do not enter into the spirit of the 
Association’s movement. 

—The business men and propertyowners of Wheeling, W. Va., are up in arms 
against what they consider a great injustice on the part of the underwriters in 
ordering the “‘pink slip” to be attached to all local policies, which means an 
increase of twenty cents per hundred of insurance. It is reported that there is 
every likelihood of the formation of a mutual, as many of the leading insurers 
have pledged their support to a home company. 

—According to advices from a local source six members of the Louisville 
(Ky.) fire department are charged with looting at the recent fire which destroyed 
the old Masonic Temple. It is alleged that a considerable amount of jewelry 
and meerschaum pipes were stolen from two stores, one a jewelry establishment 
and the other a drug store, and that the articles in question were found in the 
lockers and under the mattresses of the men. 

We are advised by Hon. Beverly T. Crump, chairman of the State Cor- 
poration Commission of Virginia, that the Commission deals with the cor- 
porate side and character of all corporations, independent of the class of 
business transacted by them; but all insurance matters still remain in charge of 
the Auditor of State. The legislature is now in session, and it is expected that 
within the next few months the entire Virginia insurance law will be revised. 








MISCELLANEOUS. 


Speculative Ipsurance in New Jersey. 


RECENTLY Richard Galvin was murdered in Bayonne, N. J., after having 
made a display of $15 in the saloon of ‘‘Bat’’ McSweeney. The jury 
empanelled to inquire into the case found James McCarthy, a youthful 
ex-convict, to be guilty of the crime. The saloonkeeper who allowed the 
injured man to remain in his saloon for twenty-four hours without 
assistance, was censured. This murder has unearthed a remarkable sys- 
tem of insurance placed upon the lives of Bayonne young men without 
their knowledge. This insurance was effected by saloonkeepers, and a 
number of the insured have died during the last year under circumstances 
now considered suspicious. It is said that a saloonkeeper who died six 
months ago held policies on nearly a hundred lives, and had already at 
the time of his death realized over $18,000 on these policies, but these 
rumors are exaggerated gossip. During the past two years many men 
have died from various causes, some a violent death, and others from 
alcoholism and allied troubles. This would indicate that an understand- 
ing was often reached between the insured and the saloonkeeper by 
which unlimited credit was given by the latter to his victims, as many 
of the former were known to be absolutely without funds, and to have 
spent their time constantly in the saloons. Policies were taken out 
through the local agent of a leading industrial company, and ranged in 
amount all the way from $180 to $2000. About a year ago this company 
conducted an investigation, and canceled a number of policies held by a 
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saloonkeeper. Shortly afterward this man died and a fellow saloonkeeper 
exhibited a policy he had been varrying on the deceased’s life. A wave 
of “‘speculative”’ insurance seems to have engulfed these men, and the 
company has not yet been able to check it. The leading topic now is, 
how were these policies obtained without the collusion of an agent and a 
physician? The local examiner states that substitution and forgery 
alone could accomplish the result. However, this seems to be entirely 
improbable on any such scale as is reported or in such a small city. 
Public Prosecutor Speer intimated that more arrests will follow. A 
thorough investigation of the whole subject is to be made. The insurance 
company is assisting, and has employed a number of detectives to aid in 
the work. Officers of the company state that the matter has been grossly 
exaggerated by the sensational newspapers and that the losses paid on 
fraudulently obtained policies is very small.

In each instance the university will be made the beneficiary, 
and all policies will be obtained through the general agency of J. S. 
Galvin of Decatur, representing the John Hancock Mutual. W. N. 
Conoley, as special agent of the company, will carry out the details of 
this work and solicit the insurance from the friends of the institution. 
The plan here adopted is somewhat popular in the East among the 
churches, and its benefits are becoming more and more widely appreciated 
throughout the country. 





Star Fire of Louisville to Enter New York State. 


THE Star Fire of Louisville, Ky., is on the eve of applying for admission 
to New York State. The company was recently organized, with a capital 
of $200,000 and a surplus of $50,000, all of which is paid up. Its officers 
are: Florian Cox, president; A. G. Langham, vice-president, and E. J. 
Watkins, secretary. The new company will be represented by Mitchell & 
Tyler of New York as general agents for the Eastern department, and 
it is anticipated that the company will be granted a license as soon as 
the New York Department completes the customary examination.
